Guest  Speaker  —  David  Grace 
Dear  Seniors: 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  American  War  of  Independence,  General  Cornwallis  defeated  army  marched  from  various  assembly  points 
in  the  colonies  and  converged  at  what  is  now,  approximately,  the  intersection  of  Route  128  and  the  Massachusetts  Turnpike.  From 
there  they  came  up  what  is  now  Route  30  and  took  a  right  onto  Woodland  Road.  There  was  a  Woodland  Road  even  back  then.  And 
those  colonials,  now  independents,  who  must  have  lined  Woodland  Road  that  day  saw  a  huge  moving  column  of  men,  marching  in 
their  bright  red  coats  (they  used  to  make  such  wonderful  targets)  passing  right  through  the  heart  of  what  was  to  become  the  Lasell 
campus.  The  Redcoats  marched  with  their  muskets  upside  down  lest  the  victorious  rebels  think  they  might  still  be  spoiling  for  a 
fight.  They  marched  in  silence  except  for  an  occasional  regimental  band  which  played,  at  intervals,  a  tune  to  keep  the  troops  in  step. 
The  tune  was  "The  World  Turned  Upside  Down." 

The  army  turned  onto  Route  16  and  then  onto  Commonwealth  Avenue  and  marched  all  the  way  into  Boston  and  onto  their  ships 
and  back  to  England.  The  war  was  over.  The  Brits  were  gone.  They  had  left  behind  them,  as  F.  Scott  Fitzgerald  said,  "a  republic 
rolling  on,  under  the  night"  (Fitzgerald,  The  Great  Gatsby).  It  was  a  republic  where  the  long  dark  of  a  winter  war  had  not  yet  been 
undone  by  the  fresh  buds  and  flowers  of  spring. 

We  have  seen  that  spring  flourish.  We  have  seen  that  raw,  dark,  uncreated  world  become,  for  us,  the  world  that  we  know  and  that  we 
hope  to  keep.  But  there  are  tensions  in  the  world  today  that  make  that  dream  of  keeping,  and  that  dream  of  possession,  very  difficult 
to  maintain.  We  live,  as  you  know,  in  a  world  where  things  often  go  wrong,  where  mistakes  are  magnified  and  become  crises,  where 
miscalculations  prove  fatal ,  and  where  people  that  we  rarely  see  make  decisions  that  can  have  catastrophic  consequences  for  us  and 
for  all  humankind.  It  is  a  world  overwhelmed  with  potential  disaster.  As  T.S.  Eliot  said:  "HI  the  wind  ,  ill  the  time,  uncertain  the 
profit,  certain  the  danger"  (T.S.  Eliot,  Murder  in  the  Cathedral). 

It  might  be  wise  to  remember  that,  at  this  happy  transitory  time,  there  is  no  continuing  happiness.  Just  two  weeks  ago  one  of  my 
students  in  a  Freshman  English  class  wrote  the  following.  It  was  in  reference  to  a  question  about  Ernest  Hemingway's  Farewell  to 
Arms.  She  said: 

America  seems  to  be  naive  in  the  sense  of  the  war  and  how  things  are  in  the  rest  of  the  world. 
That  was  about  World  War  I.  But  I  think  that  that  student  response  is  true  for  America  now  as  well.  "With  enough  shovels," 
someone  said,  "we  can  survive  the  nuclear  war."  No,  we  cannot.  There  would  not  be  enough  shovels  to  go  around.  Or  maybe  there 
would  be  too  many  shovels  for  the  people  remaining  to  use  them.  It  would  be,  in  the  historic,  immortal  words  of  Chrissie  Hyendes  of 
the  Pretenders,  "a  wicked  bad,  tubular  awesome,  grotty  awful  scene."  Right  on,  Chrissie. 

In  my  last  speech  to  the  Seniors  some  years  ago  I  reflected  on  the  pervasive  quality  of  the  "happy  consciousness."  The  happy 
t        consciousness  means  that  whatever  I  do  has  not  relationship  to  the  rest  of  the  world.  It  means  that  if  I  am  happy  the  rest  of  the  world 
can  go  to  hell  in  a  handbasket.  It  is  a  praticularly  malevolent  frame  of  mind.  It  denies  the  existance  of  what  is  in  front  of  your  nose.  It 
cancels  out  the  rest  of  the  humanity  to  meike  room  for  the  big  ME. 
.  {       Well,  here's  a  reality  trip.  There  is  no  forever  fiesta,  no  perpetual  animal  house,  no  perpetual  dorm  party.  Scott  Fitzgerald  said  it 
4,      best.  "Life  is  not  a  perpetual  dinner  party  where  all  the  guests  are  twenty  years  old"  (F.  Scott  Fitzgerald,  The  Crack  Up). 
*  *;    I  am  begging  you,  I  am  pleading  with  you,  as  you  get  ready  to  begin  the  rest  of  your  lives,  not  to  deny  the  rest  of  the  world.  I  am 
imploring  you  to  keep  reminding  yourselves  that  whatever  you  do  counts  and  has  a  rippling  effect  on  what  the  rest  of  all  of  us  do 
and  will  not  do.  If  you  vote,  as  I  am  sure  you  all  will,  someone  else  will  vote  because  they  saw  you  going  into  the  polling  place.  If  you 
say,  "what  does  my  vote  mean?";  other  people  will  feel  the  same.  Remember,  if  one  person  in  every  precinct  in  the  country  had 
voted  for  Hubert  Humphrey,  instead  of  not  voting,  in  the  PRESIDENTIAL  ELECTION  OF  1968,  Richard  Nixon  would  have  lost 
the  Presidency.  And  America  would  have  been  spared  the  grotesque  morality  play  of  a  disgraced  political  martinet  abandoning  the 
Presidency  because  he  had  been  caught  with  his  hands  in  the  till.  Fie  on  Richard  Nixon's  recent  television  appearances  for  which 
he  was  paid  500,000  US  dollars.  Rubish  and  double  fie. 

Someone  said  that  every  nation  gets  the  government  that  it  deserves.  Mick  Jagger  said  that,  "you  can't  always  get  what  you  want,  but 
sometimes  you  get  what  you  need."  (Mick  Jagger  and  Keith  Richards,  "You  Can't  Always  Get  What  You  Want"). 
Kurt  Vonnegut,  in  his  novel  Slapstick  asks  the  important  question  about  living  a  life  of  self  interest,  apart  from  the  world: 
And  how  them  did  we  face  the  odds. 
Of  man's  rude  slapstick,  yes,  and  God's? 
Quite  at  home  and  unafraid. 
Thank  you, 

In  a  game  our  dreams  remade.  (K.  Vonnegut,  Slapstick) 

You  see,  that's  what  happens  when  you  decide  to  abandon  life  for  a  world  of  fantastic  delusion.  Sure,  you  can  shut  out  the  world. 
You  can  seal  up  the  windows  and  put  everlast  weather  strip  around  the  doors  and  provision  the  fallout  shelter  with  all  sorts  of 
goodies  including  several  M-16  gas  fed,  1000  round  a  minute  rifles.  But,  what  would  it  get  you?  It  would  get  you  the  security  of 
knowing  that  at  the  last  moment  of  human  consciousness  you  denied  your  friends  and  neighbors  who  were  foolish  enough  to  beg 
for  admittance  to  your  sanctum  sanctorum. 

It  is  time,  finally,  for  all  of  you  to  become  aweire  that  we  live  in  an  extremely  dangerous  world.  It  is  a  world  fraught  with  uncertainty 
and  absurdity.  Rationality  plays  a  preciously  small  role  in  the  manner  of  how  the  world  conducts  its  affairs.  However,  here  at  Lasell, 
we,  the  Faculty,  the  Administration,  all  of  us  have  tried  to  intrigue  you  into  some  knowledge  of  the  world.  The  entire  purpose  of 
education  can  be  summed  up  in  one  sentence.  Education  exists  to  make  you  capable  of  dealing  with  the  real  world.  In  the  last 
analysis  it  matters  little  if  you  get  an  "A"  in  English  or  a  "C"  in  Accounting.  What  matters  is  that  you  learned  something  about  essay 
construction  and  something  about  double  entry  ledgers.  Good  grades  are  fine.  We  like  good  grades.  We  have  tried  to  find  out,  by  our 
various  and  perversely  gruesome  examinations,  over  the  past  two  years,  to  discover  how  much  you  know:  not  how  much  you  do  not 
know.  The  Faculty  does  not  exist  to  do  people  in.  We  are  here  to  teach  you  if  you  do  not  know  enough.  We  are  here  for  your  best 
interests.  We  always  have  been  and  we  always  will  be. 

If  you  deny  the  world  the  world  will  disappear.  It  will  recede  to  nothing  but  "a  darkling  plain  where  ignorant  armies  clash  by  night" 
(Matthew  Arnold,  "Dover  Beach").  And  someday  you  will  be  left  with  the  task  of  rebuilding  the  world,  if  not  in  fact  then  at  least  in 
idea.  The  song  says: 

I  tried  to  find  a  souveneir. 

Just  to  prove  the  world  was  here.  (Nina,  "99  Red  Balloons")

A  radar  officer  on  duty  at  the  Pine  Tree  line  mistook  a  flock  of  herons  for  a  missile  launch  and  was  about  to  contact  his  superiors 
when  he  saw  his  error.  Another  radar  officer  in  northeastern  Siberia  realized  he  was  looking  at  a  flock  of  geese  when  just  a  minute 
before  he  swore  he  had  seen  a  B-1  bomber  streaking  over  the  coast. 
In  the  words  of  the  500  year  old  Hopi  Indian  chant: 
If  we  dig  precious  things  from  the  land, 

we  will  invite  disaster. 
Near  the  day  of  purification,  there  will  be  cobwebs 

spun  back  and  forth  in  the  sky. 
A  container  of  ashes  might  one  day  be  thrown 
from  the  sky,  which  could  burn  the  land 
and  boil  the  oceans. 

Not  a  very  pretty  picture  indeed.  But,  a  very  big  but,  here,  we  hope,  other  things  have  happened.  For  here,  at  Lasell,  and  at  all  other 
centers  of  learning  where  humanitarianism  prevails,  on  May  4  a  revolution  of  hearts  and  minds  occurred  as  profound  as  that 
revolution  which  brought  the  British  down  Woodland  Road  and  away  across  the  sea.  This  is  what  happened. 
Renee  Reagan  mastered  impressionism. 

Deborah  Browne  finally  learned  to  read  the  meaning  in  a  child's  smile. 

Heidi  Stier  found  out  what  the  frozen  face  of  someone  in  the  terminal  stages  of  Alzheimer's  disease  is  trying  to 
communicate. 

Kara  Breen  now  knows  what  the  Congress  of  Vienna  did. 
Heather  Woods  knows  the  difference  between  micro  and  macro  economics. 
Susan  Sherry  can  add  several  five  figure  numbers  in  her  head. 
Mary  Lyons  can  create  a  detailed  file  on  obscure  topics. 
Annie  Glaven  can  get  an  essay  of  hers  published  in  a  major  college  text. 
Stacey  West  can  manage  even  the  largest  corporation. 
Karen  Tucker  is  a  wicked  wiz  on  those  cobol  keys. 
Darlene  Leason  can  alleviate  a  small  child's  fright.

All  these  things  have  happened.  They  have  happened,  because,  in  the  finest  sense  of  the  word,  we,  at  Lasell,  have  loved  you.  We 
have  loved  you  to  success.  We  have  demanded  that  you  succeed  and  we  have  helped  you  do  it. 
As  Robert  Jordan  said  to  Marian  as  he  lay  wounded  in  the  pine  forest,  in  For  Whom  the  Bell  Tolls,  I  say  to  You: 
There  is  no  goodbye  because  we  are  not  apart. 
Go  now,  Do  good. 
Do  not  turn  around. 
Don't  look  around. 

Go.  (Ernest  Hemingway,  For  Whom  the  Bell  Tolls) 

But,  I  ask  you  before  you  go  to  remember  us  all  and  your  college,  the  place  where  you  were  prepared  to  deal  with  the  world.  I  can 
guarantee  you  all  one  thing.  You  will  never  receive  the  attention  and  the  care  that  you  received  here.  Some  of  you  are  going  on  to 
enormous  universities  and  colleges.  You  will  never  experience  the  individualized  attention  you  received  here.  You  will  never  have 
the  almost  one  to  one  relationship  with  a  professor  or  an  instructor  or  a  President  that  you  had  here.  Some  of  you  are  going  into 
business,  into  the  wider  world  of  corporate  America.  Don't  expect  too  much  kindness.  Don't  expect  the  kindness  and  thought  that 
you  got  here.  Some  of  you  are  going  into  the  world  itself.  "Let's  be  careful  out  there."  You  won't  have  the  dorm,  or  your  home,  or  a 
willing  ear  ready  to  hear  your  every  word. 

Finally,  I  ask  you  to  keep  smiling  through,  through  any  future  difficulties,  through  good  times  and  bad.  When  things  look  dark 
remember  who  your  real  friends  are  and  where  they  may  be  found.  Come  back  and  see  us  sometime. 

Have  confidence  in  your  own  ability.  Show  the  world  that  you're  not  afraid.  Remember,  "It's  OK  to  be  scared  as  long  as  you're  not 
afraid"  (William  Faulkner,  The  Bear). 

It  is  still  the  best  of  times.  It  is  still  the  worst  of  times.  But,  most  of  all,  it  is  your  time. 

If  the  good  lord  is  willing,  it  will  be  sunny  on  May  13.  If  the  good  lord  is  not  willing,  and  if  the  creek  rises,  we'll  all  wear  our  high 
waters  and  keep  smiling  through.  But,  to  be  honest,  we  never  entertain  the  possibility  of  rain  on  graduation  day. 
If  everyone  keeps  their  collective  cool,  if  nothing  melts  down,  especially  Diablo  Canyon,  and  if  no  one  pushes  those  bigred  buttons, 
we'll  all  be  together  on  May  13.  When  things  come  to  an  end  it  is  then  that  beginnings  are  understandable.  Sometimes,  only  at  the 
end  can  you  begin  to  see  beginnings.  As  T.S.  Eliot  said: 

We  shall  not  cease  from  exploration 

And  the  end  of  all  our  exploring 

Will  be  to  arrive  where  we  started 

And  know  the  place  for  the  first  time. 
So,  Dear  Seniors,  "We'll  meet  again,  some  sunny  day"  (Dame  Vera  Lynn,  "We'll  Meet  Again"). 

And  one  last  request  from  me.  I'd  like  to  hear  that  tune  the  Bristish  Army  played  when  they  marched  down  Woodland  Road.  Only 
this  time  I'd  like  to  hear  a  victory  march,  not  a  march  of  defeat.  So,  turn  the  world  upside  down. 
I  can  say  no  more.  Respect,  love,  and  Peace,  Peace,  Peace  to  you  all.
